HE IS FROM HOXIE, ARK.

It was a good thing for William E. 
Corwin of Hoxie, Ark., that there were 
no bullets in Mrs. Lydia Hoffman’s re- 
volver when: he meandered into her 
home at 2601 Baldwin street, at 3:45 a. 
m., Thursday. She snapped the weapon 
repeatedly, holding the muzzle against 
the panel of a door Corwin was trying

“Tt won’t open the door,’’ Mrs. Hoff- 
man answered, “and if you force it you 
will get all the lead in this gua.” 

She snapped the revolver. several 
times, but there was no lead in it. 

The man muttered something, went 
away from the door, climbed through 
a small window into another room and 
went to sleep. 

In the meantime. Hazel, 
Prman’s 13-year-old daughter, 
blowing a police whistle at front. 
@oor and as soon’ as George foffmiaz 
‘Could dress himself he went out to 
look for” a policeman. Patrolman 
Bosker came presently and took the 
man tO” the Dayton Street Police Sta-

The money, watch and chain that Cor- 
win had when he arrived from Hoxie 
were gone, and he concluded that he 
had been drugged and robbed, and that

Kscaped the Morgue. 

Mrs. Hoffman twirled her revolver on 
one finger by the trigger guard as she! 
told Thursday what she would havé 
done to Corwin of Hoxie if- there had 
only been some lead In the weapon. 
“This man who.says he is from Hoxie 
is a pretty brazen piece of machinery. 
He didn't look good to me. If there 
had been sonte bullets in this gun he 
would have been in the morgue now, 
and Hoxie would have known him_no 
more. When he heard me snapping the 
gun he saw he was up. against a hard 
game and he got out of range.”’ 

Corwin opened the front door with a 
key that fitted the lock, the one ap- 
parently that. he uses when he gets 
home late in Hoxie. 

Corwin was fined $5 and costs by 
Judge Sanders at the Dayton Street 
Court, but when he promised to keep 
sober the fine was stayed on condition 
that he leave town within three hours.

Judge Grover reserved sentence. 

When .court was called County At- 
torney McCanless presented a volumin- 
ous lst. of affidavits from citizens of 
‘Lincoln County te show.that the cases 
‘could. be tried fairly. in the county. 

“We will announce to.the Court that 
we have decided to withdraw. -our ap- 
plication for a change of Venue, and 
enter, a plea. of -guilty,’’ declared Z, C.

Gould and Morgan’s Son-in-Law 
Get New Trials on Ship- 
yard Trust. Case. 


BIG JUDGMENTS SET ASIDE 


Directors of Trust Company of 
Republic Not Held Individ- 
ually as Previously. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 16.—Herbert L. 
Satterlee, son-in-law, of J. P. Morgan, 
and George J. Gould, were granted new 
trials by the appel'ate division of the 
Supreme Court, third department, in the 
suit brought against them by a stock- 
hold the Trust Company of the 
Republic, of which Satterlee and Gould 
were directors. ‘The suit was to recover 
certain monies the trust company had 
lost by loans by the board of directors 
to the nvtorious Shipyard Trust and to 
Daniel Leroy Dresser, who was :presi- 
dent of the trust cOmpany. 

The decision. will cause Wall street 
men to rejoice, because it held that to 


make “men of iarge business interests 


respons:hle for the small every-day 
transactions ~f the corporations of which 
they were directors would be little less 
than calamitous.’’ 

Large Judgments in Lower —— 

Hitherto the courts have held that di- 
rectors were individually responsible for 
the acts of the corporations which they 
were supposed to direct. It was on this 
theory that the lower court ruled 
against Satterlee, Gould and the other 
11 directors of the Trust Company of 
the Republic. The judgment against 
Gould was for $232,000 and against Sat- 
terlee for $307,000. 

All but Gould and Satterlee accepted 
this as the law and paid. Morgan's son- 
in-law and the railroad man raised the 
point that they were absent from the 
country when some of the loans were 
made and requested a new trial. 

How the Court Rules. 

Justice Smith in giving the decision, 
paid: 

“Directors generally are not supposed 
to have knowledge of the details of the 
business management of the corpora- 
tions which are not submitted to them. 

“This custom, however, does not re- 
lieve directors officially of all responsi- 
bility. If the. by-laws require monthly 
meetings they must make diligent ef- 
fort to be present thereat. If at their 
meetings or otherwise information 
should .come to. them of irregularity in 
the proceedings of the bank they are 
bound to take steps to correct those ir- 
regularities.”

HUSBAND DESERTED 
Files Cross Bill in His Divorce 
Suit—Asks Restoration of 


Her Former Name. 


A cross-bill was filed in Judge Shields’ 
court Wednesday by Mrs. Helen Abeles 


in the divorce case of James A. Abeles, 


in which she alleges that her husband 
deserted her. She asks for the restora- 
tion of her former name, Harrington. 
No specific plea for alimony is made. 

In Abeles’ petition, filed in November, 
1910, it was alleged that his wife beat 
him with her fists, scratched his face, 
tore his clothes, threw a carving knife 
and scissors at him and that ‘she con- 
tracted debts. 

Before the divorce suit, Mrs. Abeles 
had sued her husband for separate 
maintenance, which case she subse- 
quently withdrew. She also sued her 
husband’s father, Julius D. Abeles, cap- 
italist, for $50,000 damages, alleging he 
alienated the son’s affections. This 
case is pending in Judge Homer’s court 
and depositions taken in it reveal that 
the elder Abeles employed private de- 
tectives to watch his daughter-in-law. 

James Abeles was married to Helen 
Harrington, Fe, 10, 1908, and they sep- 
arated Jan. 2, 1910. He is her fourth 
husband. His father lives at 4140 Wash- 
ington ayenue and is the owner of the 
Terminal Hotel and has large interest 
in downtown office buildings. 

The attorneys for Mrs. Abeles are 
Jeptha D. Howe and Chase Morsey. 
Judson & Green and E. M. Grossman 
are on the other side.

WASHINGTON, Nov. ot @ sol- 
dier will leave the Philippines for China 
except on orders from President Taft. 
Such orders have not yet been: given, 
and it is said that before acting the 
President is awaiting the arrival in 
Washington late today of Secretary of 
War Stimson and Major-General Leon~’ 
ard Wood, chief of staff, who are. re- 
turning from the West. 

In anticipation of the issue of. the 
order the War Department has made 
every preparation for a speedy movement 
‘of a regiment from Manila to Chin 
Wing Tao to guard the railroad running 
from Pekin via Tien Tsin to Mukden. 
The organization which will be sent 
has not yet been selected. It is pre- 
sumed the choice will fall on one of the 
‘infantry regiments of which there are 
now three at Manila or close by. Either 
of these could be landed in Chin Wing 
Tao in about six of seven days. 

Representations were made in an un- 
official manner to the State Department 
several days ago by some of the for- 
eign ministers in China through the 
American legation that it was incumbent 
on the United States to furnish troops 
as part of an international police force 
to keép open the railroads from Pekin 
to the sea and also to protect foreigners 
in the event of anarchy. 

State Department dispatches show that 
the financial situation in China is fast 
becoming critical; that’ there are less 
than four million taels in the treasury 
(probably equivalent to about $3,00v,000), 
including gifts from court funds. Fear 
is expressed that if the loyal troops 
are not paid they will revolt or dis- 
band.

Divorce Are Void. 


ACT OF PUBLIC POLICY 


Appellate Judge Declares State 
Will Not Recognize Such 
Unions Except as Viola. 
tion of Law. 


The validity of hundredé of Illinois 
marriages wil be affected by the deci- 
sion of the Appellate Court of Southern 
Illinois at Mount Vernon, Thursday. 
The Court holds that the Illinois law 
forbidding the remarriage of divorced 


persons within one year could not be 
evaded by persons going outside of the 
State to be married and then returning 
to the State to live. 


The decision was rendered in the case} 


of John Nehring of De Kalb County 
against Frances Nehring. Mrs. Nehring 
was divorced from her-first husband in 
June, 1909, and in August of the same 
year she went with Nehring to Madison, 
Wis., and was married to him. Nehring, 
later suing for divorce, attacked the 
validity of his cwn marriage on the 
ground that it was in contravention of 
the Illinois statute forbidding -the -re- 
marriage of divorced persons within one 
year. 
Court Upholds Contention. 

In upholding Nehring’s contention the 
Court said: 

In these days of cheap transporta- 
tion, when parties may go from any 
part of the State to an adjoining 
state and return in a few hours, if 
the parties could render the prohibi- 
tion of the statute nugatory it would 
render the act useless. The act de- 
clares the public policy of this State 
regarding divorced ‘parties resident 
within its bounds that they shall not 
marry within one year, and if they 
do, then such marriage shall be ab- 
solutely void. 

“Courts will not, under the guise of. 
comity between states, enforce or carry 
into effect or recognize a foreign con- 
tract which is void under the statutes 
of this State where the statute is a 
declaration of public policy. 

“Tha parties in this suit, being resj- 
dents of the State of Illinois at the 
time they went to Wisconsin, cannot 
by going temporarily without the 
State long enough to have a marriage 
ceremony performed avoid the effect 
of the prohibition of the statute of Il- 
linois against marriage within one 
year and the express provision that 
such marriages are absolutely void.” 

Since the enactment of the divorve 
law it has been gererally evaded by 
persons going outside of IlHnois ito 
be married and then returning. thers 
to. live. Under the decision. of che 
Appellate Court, according to East 
St. Louis lawyers who read !t Thurs- 
day, all such marriages are void.

A: smoke abatement commission, con- 
sisting of municipal officials and. others, 
will be provided in an ordinance drafted 
and soon to be introduced into the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly by the Women’s. Or- 
ganization for Smoke Abatement and 
the Civil League’s committee appointed 
for this work. 

This .commission, ,the ordinance pro- 
vides, will take the work out of Boiler 
Inspector’s hands and put it into the 
hands of a commission devoted to that 
work alone. It-will have six deputy in- 
spectors, whose sole labor will be to 
gather evidence against those who vio- 
late the smoke laws, and to aid in pros- 
ecuting them. - 

The ordinance is described in a 
pamphlet just issued jointly by the 
Civic League and women’s organiza- 
tion, It provides that a smoke in- 
spector shall be appointed, but that 
he shall be wnder the supervision of 
the commission, and that he or the 
eommission shall approve of new boil- 
ers before they are installed. 

The pamphlet says that the wom- 
en’s organization intends to continue 
its educational campaign  througn 
newspaper advertisements, telling the 
public of the best ways of averting 
the smoke nuisance. 
of the organization also will continue 
to make their inspections and to for- 
ward to the Boiler Inspector and 
to Col. James Gay Butler’s attorney 
lists of offenders. Col. Butler, by 
employing an attorney to aid in pros- 
ecuting and by paying inspectors out 
of his personal funds, greatly aided 
it when it bewan the campaign a year 
ago. The Executive Committee of the 
organization has just published ics 
semi-monthly list of offenders 
against the law.

Refusal to Abandon His Two

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 16.—Devo- 
tion to his two natural children which 
he refused to abandon during years of 
adventure in various parts of the world 
led to the arrest here of John R. Swann, 
wearer of the Victoria cross, believed 
to be a fugitive wanted by the British 
Government for murder committed in 
Bloemfontein, Transvaal Republic, in 
December, 

Swann is also accused by the police 
here of having killed two men in Alas 
ka. three years ago. Papers found in 
Swann’s possession show that John R.

Royal Marine Artillery, enlisting at 
Kirkshire, England, and that after re- 
peated mention for bravery in the dis- 
patches to the home government, he 
was awarded the Victoria cross 

A police circular printed at Johannes- 
burg, also found among Swann’s ef- 
fects, gives a description of a man 
wanted for murder and offers 31000 for 
his arrest. The description, ’ according 
to police, fits Swann to the minutest 
detail, including tattoo marks on vari- 
ous parts of the body. Swann’s two 
children were cared for by Miss “Viola 
Page, whom he employed as a house- 
keeper. 

A remark dropped by one ‘of the little 
girls to another child led to his sur- 
velllance by detectives and Swann was 
arrested on a charge of robbery. 

The discovery of the supposedly in- 
criminating papers caused the police to 
charge him with being a fugitive from 
justice. Communication with Johannes- 
burg is being sought.
